Riedman, Sarah R. Abelard- Schuman 
LET'S TAKE A TRIP TO A SKYSCRAPER $2.50 2S 


This is a more mature approach than the title suggests, a serious and interest- 
ing survey of the skyscraper's history, the methods of construction, the practical values, 
and the operation of the modern skyscraper. The difference is sharply defined between the 
old type wall-supported buildings and the new enclosed steel framework, first introduced 
when William Jenney planned the Home Insurance Company building in Chicago. This ushered 
in a new era in construction. Emphasis is on two types as exemplified by the Empire State 
Building and Lever House in New York. The dependence of construction procedure on build- 
ing laws and development in methods is brought out. And there is something about the in- 
ternal mechanism by which large masses of people are transported and serviced. It is de- 
finitely an enthusiastic presentation, with no mention of the liabilities- and focus on 
the assets, but it provides good grounding for fourth and fifth graders interested in these 
biggest of buildings. Primarily a city book. Illustrated with drawings and photographs.

European traditions are touched on and there 
are anecdotes as to how cuts got their names,- "Sir Loin,” "club steak” and so forth. The 
last half of the book is devoted to the process of raising and producing meat for the trade.

* An excellent definition of race and its various connotations and meanings this 
should be read by every teen ager, with a general science Freshman liigh School grounding, 
especially those whose thinking in this direction is confused or uncertain. Beginning 
with our superstitions, the authors talk first about some of the things which are untrue 
about races. Logically, they explain the natural if mistaken propensity to consider one's 
Own group as superior and the difference between this and scientific proof. Moving then 
to concrete examples there are full discussions of external and internal differences 
between individuals and groups and how we can, to a certain extent, type them. Genetic 
characteristics are a fair indication of race but are still not as exact as blood type 
frequencies. Fair warning is given in the last chapter as to possible roads to destruc- 
tion but the way to human betterment through understanding and our still infinitesimal 
knowledge of genetics, is equally clear.
